From several of our gallant officers 
under Porter und our other Naval He­ 
roes, who were stationed at the Wliile 
House, a few miles below Mount Vernon 
on thé’Virginia side, we learn, that a 
vary severe engage ment commenced 
between the enemy’a armed vessels, aud 
the battery stationed in the former place, 
about 2 o’clock on Monday evening.— 
I he battle lasted for soma time, and 
ended in tho loss of about twelve killed 
and seventeen wounded on our side, 
principally sailors ; amongst the num­ 
ber, however oi the killed and wounded, 
were two of the marines and two oi 
bree of tho rifle corps of Capt. Hum­ 
phreys from Jefferson, Virginia, who 
behaved with much gallantry. 


The seamen distinguished themselves 
with their usual intrepidity and coolues*, 
and tha militia stood their ground wuii 
much firmness. The Brittah must have 
suffered àeverely from evei y Indication 
bui their very superior forca gave them 
the power of disabling our small battery, 
and enabled them to pass the White- 
uouse in comparative safety, alter dis­ 
mounting all our guns but one.
